S.R. May Vote On Flood Plan 
But City Program Still Hazy 


San Rafael voters may have a 
chance to approve a flood control 
bond issue in June, if the city coun­ 
cil has its way. But the coundlmen 
still don't seem to be s-ure just bom 
they are going to get started. 
Councilman Phii Brown answered 
a demand for council action from 
Stan Lowry, San Rafael Chamber of 
Commerce manager, by saying the 
city wont find a solution to its 
pressing Rood problem without get­ 
ting a bond issue before the elector­ 
ate. Other eouncimen backed Brown 
up, repeating their feelings expressed 
last month. 
“We’re all looking to the city 
council tor leadership in solving this 
thing,** declared Lowry, speaking for 
the chamber’s civic affairs commit­ 
tee, sponsor of several public meet­ 
ings on the flood dilemma. Lowry 
said some financing plan should be 
presented to the people, and Brown 
insisted it couldn't be don* without 
a bond issue. 
One partial answer to the prob­ 
lem, Lowry said, would be an ordin­ 
ance, giving the city regulatory 
powers to prohibit dumping of rub­ 
bish in creeks or ditches, an action 
that many have felt is at least part­ 
ly responsible for rising flood waters.

It looks as if San Anselmo s city 
elections in April may be fairly 
quiet, with only two council seats 
and two administrative posts open 
Undoubtedly the most glaring 
council vacancy will be that caused 
by the resignation of the Hub City’s 
irrepressible mayor, Mrs, Carmel 
Booth, who announced a few months 
ago her intention to have a go at 
the county supervisor post of Wil­ 
liam D. Fussdman. 
The other seat is slightly in doubt, 
3% per outturn 
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since Councilman Art Smith isn’t 
too sure that he will run again. 
“It’s a little early yet and I have­ 
n’t made up my mind, though I’ve 
been doing a lot of thinking about 
it,” said Smith, who is proprietor 
of the Ben Ftanklin store in this 
city. 
Smith has served on the legisla­ 
tive body for nine yean and has 
twice successfully defended his job 
at the popUs since being appointed 
back in 1942 to fill out the term of 
Earl White, who resigned. He ex­ 
plained his hasitancy as due to the 
press of business. 
The political skies are clear, so 
far as the council is concerned then, 
for no one has yet stated his in­ 
tentions for either Mrs. Booth's or 
Smith’s coi_.il jobs. 
Though David Cohn, the newest 
member of the council was appoint­ 
ed in October, he will sera out the 
term, until it expires in April of 
1954, in an appointive capacity. He 
followed Sam Knowles who walked 
out permanently aft» a controversy 
with May» Booth. 
Other jobs open are those of city 
clerk and treasurer. From ail in­ 
dications, Treasurer Walter Thomp­ 
son, a veteran of about nine years, 
will run again, but the clerk’s 
post has gone unclaimed so far. 
Probably San Anselmo’* biggest 
bit of city hall news in 1951 was the 


resignation of City Clerk Ray Over­ 
dick, who stepped down for health 
reasons after 24 years erf service 
to the city. 
While Overdick was fn office, he 
served both aa clerk and controller, 
the latter being a position held since 
then by Mrs. Ann Grant who re­ 
ceives $428 a month. The clerk posi­ 
tion pays the token sum of $1 a year, 
on a part-time basis. Shift of the 
clerk's job to a part-time position 
followed creation of the city con­ 
troller’s Job during Overdick’s ten­ 
ure. 
Since Overdick s resignation, the 
two offices have been split bad; 
to normal and will probably stay 
that way. 
Acting Clerk Mildred 
Scoggins, who ordinarily serves as 
deputy clerk, a ivil service post 
has announced that she will not 
seek the job that carries more pres­ 
tige but considerably less remunera­ 
tion. 
Duties of the city clerk include 
sitting at Ml council 
mcCiings 
handling correspondence, and carry- 


at the dock®. 
Palmer declared there are now 
eight apartments at the docks and 
that they have been constructed 
without building permits, without 
following the building code regula­ 
tions, and are a real fire hazard.

SIX UNITS OCCUPIED 
However, he admitted that there 
was no immediate plan under way 
and that there “is quite a problem 
of disposing of the buildings as well 
as remodeling them.** Six of the 
eight apartments are occupied, he 
said. 
Allen said that all residents have 
been moved out of the one building 
specifically endangered by the land­ 
slide. He said the company is doing 
some work “trying to keep the build­ 
ings from being completly knocked 
down and to prevent the slide from 
coming down further.” He said the 
land company would be- willing to 
receive any ideas the city has re­ 
garding the slide or the dock apart­ 
ments. 
The council instructed the city 
fire chief and health officer to make 
inspections of the property and to 
determine from the building in­ 
spector his activities in regards to 
the dock housing.

Purple Heart Solicitors 


To Go On Trial Monday 


Two of the four Purple Heart sol­ 
icitors charged with representing 
themselves as representatives of a 
veterans organization will stand 
trial next Monday before San Ra­ 
fael City Judge Guy Ciocca. 
Jacob Norien, 52, and Donald 
(Hendon, 51, appeared yesterday in 
San Rafael city court and pleaded 
innocent. They are free on $100 bail. 
Judge N. Charles Brusatori, sitting 
for Judge Ciocca. set Monday as 
date for their trial. 
Deputy District Attorney Roger 
Garety said the other two men, Em­ 
mett O’Rourke, leader of the four, 
and Harry Craven, have not sur­ 
rendered. Warrants for their arrest 
have been issued, Garety said. 
The men were stopped from solic­ 
iting in San Rafael on December 
22 by San Rafael police. Investiga­ 
tions later revealed, Garety said, 
that the men were representatives 
of the Comrades of the Purple 
Heart, m Ohio group, which got 
about 45 per cent of toe take. 
Authorities here believe the or­ 
ganization is not a bona fide vet­ 
eran's organization and is not en­ 
titled to solicit funds as one. 
In suport of his complaints charg­

Marin Court 
Labor Law 
Views Upheld 


A ruling of Superior Judge Jor­ 
dan Martinelli was upheld, in 
effect yesterday, by the United 
States Supreme Court. 
The court affirmed & $750,000 
damage award against the Interna­ 
tional Longshoreman's Union in 
favor of the Juneau Spruce Corpo­ 
ration of Alaska. 
It ruled on the decision of a 
United States circuit court of ap­ 
peals. 
Judge Martinelli said today tha 
original Alaskan court decision was 
similar to a ruling he made on a 
later suit filed in Marin Superior 
court. 
He explained that the lumber 
company could not collect its 
award from the union in Alaska 
because the longshoremen had no 
assets there. So they sued in Cali­ 
fornia, Judge Martinelli’s court, in 
August 1949, for a judgment against 
toe union. 
The Supreme court decision yes­ 
terday was on the Alaska court 
ruling and not on Judge Martinel­ 
li’s which has not been appealed. 
The company claimed it suffered 
$750,000 loss when longshoremen 
and CIO woodworkers tangled in a 
jurisdictional dispute over which 
union should load company barges. 
Yesterday’s decision was the first 
of Us kind affirming the jurisdic­ 
tional provisions of the Taft-Hart­ 
ley act.

San Rafael voters may have 
chance to approve a flood con tro 
bond Issue in June, if the city coun 
cil has its way. But the councilmen 
still don’t seem to be »ure just how 
they are going to get started. 
Councilman Phil Brown answered 
a demand for council action from 
Stan Lowry, San Rafael Chamber of 
Commerce manager, by saying the 
city won’t find a solution to its 
pressing flood problem without get 
ting a bond issue before the elector 
ate. Other cauncimen backed Brown 
up, repeating their feelings expressed 
last month. ; 
“We’re all looking to the city 
council for leadership in solving this 
thing,’* declared Lowry, speaking for 
the chamber’s civic affairs commit­ 
tee, sponsor of several public meet­ 
ings on the flood dilemma. Lowry 
said some financing p|*n should be 
presented to the people, and Brown 
insisted it couldn’t be done without 
a bond issue. 
One partial answer to the prob­ 
lem, Lowry said, would be an ordin­ 
ance, giving the city regulatory 
powers to prohibit dumping of rub­ 
bish in creeks or ditches, an action 
that many have felt is at least part­ 
ly responsible for rising flood waters.

Probably San Anselmo’s biggest 
bit of city hall news in 1951 was the 


resignation of City Clerk Ray Over­ 
dick, who stepped down for health 
reasons after 24 years of service 
to toe city. 
While Overdick was in office, he 
served both as clerk and controller, 
the latter being a position held since 
then by Mrs. Ann Grant who re­ 
ceives $429 a month. The clerk posi­ 
tion pays the token sum of $1 a year, 
on a part-time basis. Shift of the 
clerk’s job to a part-time position 
followed creation of toe city con­ 
troller’s job during Overdick’s ten­ 
ure.Since Overdick’s resignation, the 
two offices have been split back 
to normal and will probably stay 
that way. Acting Clerk Mildred 
Scoggins, who ordinarily serves as 
deputy clerk, a dvil service post, 
has announced that she will not 
seek toe job that carries more pres­ 
tige but considerably leas remunera­ 
tion. 
Duties oí the city clerk include 
sitting at all council meeting*, 
handling correspondence, and carry­ 
ing out various wishes of toe coun­ 
cil.

Marin Court 
Labor Law 
Views Upheld 
A ruling of Superior Judge Jor­ 
dan Martinelll was upheld, in 
effect yesterday, by the United 
States Supreme Court. 
The court affirmed a $750,000 
damage award against the Interna­ 
tional Longshoreman’s Union in 
favor of the Juneau Spruce Corpo­ 
ration of Alaska. 
It ruled on the decision of a 
United States circuit court of ap­ 
peals. 
Judge Martinelll said today the 
original Alaskan court decision was 
similar to a ruling he made on a 
later suit filed in Marin Superior 
court. 
He explained that the lumber 
company could not collect its 
award from the union in Alaska 
because the longshoremen had no 
assets there. So they sued in Cali­ 
fornia, Judge Martinelli’s court, in 
August 1949, for a judgment against 
the union. 
The Supreme court decision yes­ 
terday was on the Alaska court 
ruling and not on Judge Martinel­ 
li’s which has not been appealed. 
The company claimed it suffered 
$750,000 loss when longshoremen 
and CIO woodworkers tangled in a 
jurisdictional dispute over which 
union should load company barges.

Course Resumes 


Laws of arrest, search and seizure 
will be the subject discussed tomor­ 
row evening when the peace officers 
training class resumes its sessions 
at College of Marin.

YOUR HEALTH 
Lye Must Always Be Kept 
Out Of Reach Of Children 
Bf HERMAN S. B UNDESEN, M.D. 


Sometimes people 
thoughtlessly 
leave lye within the reach of child­ 
ren, who eat it, thinking It is some« 
thing good. Such an occurence is 
very dangerous and calls lor quick 
action. Of course, lye should always 
be kept out of the reach of children 
and should be plainly labeled. 
Eating lye causes an immediate 
Inflammation and swelling of the 
membrane that lines the esophagus, 
the tube between the thftai and 
stomach. This prevents the child 
from swallowing. As the swelling 
goes down, he may be able to swal­ 
low again in a week or so. if the lye 
burns are not too severe. This is 
only the beginning of the trouble, 
however, for in two to three weeks 
scar tissue begins to form and 
Gradually blocks off the esophagus. 
PHYSICIAN ESSENTIAL 
This is the reason it is essential 
to call & physician at once if a enild 
is suspected of swallowing lye. The 
doctor can then begin treatment as 
soon and as adequately as possible. 
This action may prevent permanent 
ihjury. 


Two per cent acetic acid or weak 
vinegar should be take» as soon as 
possible to counteract a recent lyt 
burn. A rubber tube should then be 
passed down the esophagus to keep 
open a passageway to the stomach 
and also to provide a route for 
nourishment. The doctor can usual­ 
ly wash out the stomach at this 
time and prevent constriction and 
scar tissue from forming there. 
The tube can be removed alter 
two to four days*. The child must 
then swallow a string, and beads 
are passed down the esophagus on 
the string. The beads are of grad­ 
ually larger size in order to widen 
the 
opening 
of 
the 
esophagus. 
Sometimes this treatment must be 
kept up for four to six months to 
prevent scar tissue from forming. 


GOOD RESULTS

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Need For Funds To Fight 
Polio Is Greatest Ever 


Tfee upward surge of polio dtuing the last 
four year» has been so marked that the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralyiii ha» had to 
develop a whole new concept in dealing with 
the disease. 
During the first decade of the organiration’» 
existence* from 1938 through 1947, the nation 
experienced an average of 10 to 12 thousand 
cases a year. In the past four %ears, however, 
that average has jumped to 53,000 cases a year. 
This now pattern of polio is best understood 
when it is realired that almost two-thirds of all 
March of Dimes funds spent on patient care 
dace 1938 have been expended during the last 
four years alone. 
What would ohce have been thought a 
staggering epidemic must now be considered 
"normal” by the National Foundation. Tripled 
incidence his become the new pattern of nor­ 
malcy with which the March of Dimes organiza­ 
tion is faced. 
How is the nation to meet this rising tide of 
polio, this new and widespread pattern of the 
only epidemic disease still on the increase in 
America? 
The only logical answer seems to be a whole 
new? concept of giving. The reason for this is 
tragically dear. 
The last four years marked the four worst 
polio yean in history, and one must go back to 
1916 to find a case load even approaching in­ 
cidence of such proportions. More than $79,- 
000,000 in March of Dimes funds were spent on 
patient care during this period in contrast to 
$41,000,000 expended during the w h o l e 
previous decade. 
A complicating factor in this increased in- 
ddence has been the high proportion of carry­ 
over cases that must be cared for from year 
to year; in 1951, for example, 45,000 persons 
stricken in prior years were aided with March 
of Dimes funds, in addition to the four out of 


five of the thousands of last year's new patients 
who needed and received assistance. 
But patient care ii only one facet of the fight 
against polio. The National Foundation must 
also spend vast sums on professional education 
—providing the skilled hands needed in the 
hospital wards and the research laboratories- 
and it must devote s i m i l a r l y significant 
amounts for the research that will eventually 
make this crippling disease as rare as small pox. 
The irony of it is that just as the National 
Foundation has reached a point where the out­ 
look seems definitely promising, it has been 
necessary to spend three quarters of all March 
of Dimes funds for the actual care of the tens 
of thousands of children and adults annually 
stricken with the disease. During the past four 
years, 132,000 cases have been reported com­ 
pared to 113,500 in the entire previous decade. 
To meet this situation—which scientists feel 
will continue until the final answer is found- 
ah of us must recognize the new concept for 
what it is and counter it with a new concept of 
giving. Let’s get the job done-and quickly— 
by increasing our contributions to the 1952 
March of Dimes.

WASHINGTON CUB-Almost 63 
now, President Truman atm la 
chipper although naturally he 
looks older and more drawn man 
when he moved into the White 
House Just short of seven yean 
ago. 
And as he demonstrated again 
the other day at his news confer­ 
ence, he*# peppy as ever—with an 
Important change—in firing back 
answers to the questions tossed at 
him by reporters. 
When he first took over the 
presidency he had a

throwing out answers machine- 
gun fast, so much so that some­ 
times, it seemed, he did it without 
fully considering the consequences. 
Some of the off the cuff answers 
backfired and embarrassed him.

in the presidency and trying to 
show how abreast of the job he 
was. In time he learned to bo 
more carqfui. 
Now, while ttitt Just as fast in 
answering, ha’s slower on the kind 
of answers he gives. And recently 
the President has seemed a little 
slow in action Wo. 
Weeks ago, when the scandals 
were popping around Washington, 
he told a news conference he plan­ 
ned a clean-up. He may still be 
planning it. 
But he hasn’t put 
it into operation yet. 
Aft« making the statement, he 
quickly got Judge Thomas Murphy 
of New York to agree to head the 
fumigation board. Almost as quick­ 
ly Murphy changed his mind and 
declined. 
Since then nothing's 
happened. 
Then there's the ease of T. La­ 
mar Caudle, assistant attorney 
general, whom Mr. Truman fired 
after a House committee, which 
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had been UfUng the lid on the 
scandals, had quitted Caudle. 


LATER MR. TRUMAN BA ID he 
had been wise to Caudle for tome 
time. 
Which raised a question: 
why the delay in firing him? Why 
was he continued in his job until 
the committee quitted him. 
But Caudle’s boss, Attorney Gen­ 
eral McGrath, in his testimony 
before the same committee, abun­ 
dantly made it clear he knew very

McGRATH, FORMER CHAIR-. 
MAN of the Democratic National 
Committee, a Job which made him, 
next to Mr. Truman, the most im­ 
portant Democrat in the country, 
helped elect Mr. Truman. 
Perhaps trying to reach a de­ 
cision about a man who had been 
such a big help might make any 
president a little slew in reaching 
a decision.

WASHINGTON - The danger 
which has gripped the world in 
fear—the danger of Soviet aggres­ 
sion and a third world war—has 
grown much toss. 
But another 
dsnglt 
is growing ' greater—the 
danger of a final and disastrous 
failure on our aids of the divided 
world. These are the basic and 
most lasting impressions left by 
a long journey abroad. 


This exchange of one peril for 
another is In Itself an achieve­ 
ment. It is already a great deal 
that, thanks to the mission of 
N, A. T. O., Europe ia even now 
safeguarded from sudden, surprise 
attack. It is a great deal also that, 
thanks to the brave response to 
the aggression in Korea the men 
in the Kremlin undoubtedly now 
find the notion of aggression else­ 
where much less tempting. 
For 
both these reasons, there is in 
Europe a slow but steady growth 
of inner confidence, difficult pre­ 
cisely to analyze and define, but 
easy enough to sense 
just 
the 
seme. 


YET WHEN THIS IS S AID, it 
must also be said that it would be 
folly to ignore the nature of the 
new danger confronting us. It is 
in the Middle East, of course, that 
the danger of a sudden failure of 
our side of the world is visible to 
anyone with eyes to see. Ameri­ 
cans can be proud, on the whole, 
of the part the United States has 
been playing in Europe. But 
s 
cannot be proud of the part the 
United Slates has been playing in 
the Middle Rest, if only becauso 
the United States has been playing 
very ILfcte part at all. 
Through all the Hideous com­ 
plexities of whst is happening in 
the Middle But, this one fact 
stands out—the United States, the 
powerful leader of the Western al­ 
liance, it not greatly influencing 
the course of events in this vital 
area. And while the United Statee 
stands thus paralyzed, the Middle 
East is displaying almost ail the 
symptoms of disintegration which 
China showed before China fell. 


THE 
MEANING 
OF 
THIS 
crumbling 
away in the Middle 
East is perfectly clear. 
Iran in 
the hand* Of 
the 
Communist 
Tudeh party would be 
just as 
much a disaster to the West as 
Dan seized by the Red Army. The 
disaster, moreover, once it had oc- 
curred, could not possibly be limit­ 
ed to Iran. 
There cannot be the slightest 
doubt that 
the “Persian 
Gulf 
tree" which V. M. Molotov once 
demanded of von Ribbentrop is 
•till a primary Boviet objective. 
And there can be very little doubt 
that the men In the Kremlin ex­ 
pect ultimately to gain this rich 
prise without risking so much as 
a platoon of the Red Army, just 
as China was 
gained 
without 
committing 
a 
Russian 
soldier. 
Moreover, the fact might as well 
be faced that this is not an un­ 
reasonable expectation. 


WHAT ALMOST EVERY 
COUNTRY in the Middle East in­ 
trinsically requires, and ultimate­ 
ly will get, la a powerful, authori­ 
tarian government capable of for­ 
cing basic change in an area in 
which change Is absolutely inevi­ 
table. This is just what the Krem­ 
lin Is offering the Middle East, in 
the special Stalinist package. And, 
unless the United States can some­ 
how shake off it« paralysis of pol­ 
icy in the Middle Best, end use ite 
great power also to promote in­ 
evitable change, the Middle East is 
sure In the end to accept the Sta­ 
linist package. 
Even in Europe there are m 
grounds at all for complacency. Al­ 
though the policy of helping to 
rearm Europe has been a right 
policy, and a successful policy, a 
price has been paid for success. 
The grip of the Communists on 
the exploited workers end the 
poor, never seriously weakened 
even by the Marshall plan, has 
been 
strengthened. 
In 
France, 
for example, the competition be- 
tween guns and butter has forced 
up living prices twenty per cent 
in a year, while wages have lagged 
far behind. This is all grist to the 
Communist mitt. 


AT THE SAME TIME rearma­ 
ment has heightened economic 
pressures which are threatening 
the shaky economies of our allies, 
notably in England and France. 
This has increased the tempta­ 
tion to shrug off the heavy burden 
of rearmament. 
And economic 
pressures tend to strengthen the 
forces of European nationalism, so 
that now the merest accident—the 
coming to power of a DeGaulle to 
France or a Schumacher in Oer- 
many—might wreck the structure 
of European unity, now painfully 
■-building. 
Even so. it is possible to record 
a real advance in Europe over a 
year ago. when Europe was utterly 
defenseless and ridden with fear, 
and for this the United States 
can take a good share of the «edit. 
Yet the job is far from being done 
in Europe, and the job has not 
even been begun to the Middle 
East. 
THIS REPORTER, IT MUST be 
admitted, went abroad resolved to 
be as optimistic as he could hon­ 
estly be. Thia resolution collap­ 
sed rather ignomlniously, especial­ 
ly in the Middle East. Yet there 
is one solid basis for optimism. 
The problems which confront us 
are immeasurably difficult, and 
nothing we can do Is going to 
transform the whole world into a 
peace-loving and prosperous par­ 
liamentary democracy. 
Yet the 
problems which can be dealt with 
somehow. In the Middle East as 
elsewhere, the situation can be 
rendered, not Ideal csrtainly, but 
manageable. The job can be done, 
if we have the guts and intelli­ 
gence to do It. 
If we are both very brave and 
very bright, we can avert aggres­ 
sion from the other side of the 
world, and prevent a disastrous 
failure on eur side.

If the Arab states are in the im­ 
possible condition he describee, 
and if their irrational obsession 
with Israel is as strong as Mr, Al- 
sop has been led to believe, and is 
bound to lead to another Israel- 
Arab war which “would spell dis­ 
aster to Western interests,” It is 
obviously unwise on our part to 
court such disaster by squander­ 
ing vast sums of money to bring 
about the Arab rearmament that 
would provide the springboard for 
that war.

import. 
Mr. Alsop’s objection to Ameri­ 
can “favoritism” as demonstrated 
by the allocation of the same sums 
by the United States through its 
Mutual Security Aid Program to 
both Israel and thé Ars^ states, 
although the latter “have the oil, 
and the immense majority of the 
population,” really obscures the 
point. One of the thorniest prob­ 
lems of Arab economy is that it 
cannot at present properly absorb 
even the funds being granted. Rep­ 
resentative* of the State Depart­ 
ment have indicated that the Arab 
states are not yet in a position 
to absorb larger sums: their ab­ 
sorptive capacity for outside capi­ 
tal must grow precisely as creative 
large-scale projects get under way. 
Besides, do« it mean nothing to 
own almost half the world’s oil re­ 
serves? It is Israel who has noth­ 
ing but its human resources in 
which to invest, and who can do 
something creative with the money 
granted her immediately, thus, in­ 
cidentally, lightening the burden 
that would otherwise be constitu­ 
ted for the world at large by the 
hundreds of thousands of Jewish 
refugees, of whom several hundred 
thousand have been expelled from 
Arab countries as a result of Arab- 
Jewisfa tension 
. 
, 
There must be some way out of 
this dilemma. But first we must 
grasp the fundamental reality 
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the Arab lands are 
potentially 
wealthy, so wealthy that the po­ 
litical apprehensions of the Arab 
leaders vis-a-vis Israel and Israel’s 
supposed 
ambitions are eithar 
fraudulent or paranoiac. It la 
really not enough for Mr. Alsop to 
« y that “logical or not, these fetfs 
exist.” A way must be shown the 
Arab leaders of converting their 
vast lands into the gardens they 
could become. The revenues from 
their enormous oil reserves must 
be applied to the rehabiliation and 
reconstruction of their tottering 
social orders. It ia only in this 
way that the Middle East can be­ 
come a “bastion” of democracy 
and not, as Mr. Alsop terms it, the 
“inflammable mush” it ii today. 
Thera ia no reason in the na- 


ture of things why this cannot 
be done. There are, wt believe, 
enough 
elements 
of 
vitality 
amongst the awakening Arab na­ 
tions to support a genuine attempt 
to grapple with the material and 
social problems of that area, and 
help the Arab governments emerge 
from the miasma of small mind­ 
edness, ill-tempered resentments, 
and baseless fears that at present 
vitiate all discussion.

INCOME TAX FAX 
Damage From Fire, Storm 
Is Deductible From Income

Public Accountant, Larkspur 
Storm lots or damage ia de­ 
ductible. 
Any loss of property not con­ 
nected with your trade or business 
by reason of fire, storm, ship­ 
wreck, or other casualty, or from 
theft is deductible on page 3 of 
form 1040. 
This loss deduction must be 
taken in the year the loss is sus­ 
tained. The loss cannot be com­ 
pensated for by 
I n s u r a n c e or 
otherwise. 
For instance: 
A tree blew 
over onto your 
house in 1951 
and the actual 
cost of repairs 
ia 13,000. 
You 
carried no in­ 
surance on this. 
Then you had 
a deductible loss 
of $2,000. 
Losses from fire, storm and 
shipwreck are easy to define. 
The dictionary lists casualty as 
“Chance, or what happens by 
chance; accident; contingency; as 
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unfortunate chance or accident.** 
Therefore, it would appear that 
you could deduct any loss to your 
property that you sustained by 
reason of chance or accident. How­ 
ever, you cannot deduct losses 
due to your negligence; personal 
injuri« to yourself or another; 
accidental loss by you of cash or 
other personal property; property 
lost in storage or transit; damage 
by insects, rust or erosion; or for 
animals or plants damaged or 
destroyed by insects or disease. 
If your automobile was damaged 
by casualty, such aa wind storm 
blowing a tree on your car, flood, 
freezing of the radiator by un­ 
naturally cold weather, fire or 
theft, etc., you have a deductible 
casualty loss. 
The amount of the loss is the 
fair market value of the property 
immediately prior to the loss, less 
the fair market immediately sfttp 
the loss. Of qpurse, if the prop­ 
erty was insured you must also 
deduct the amount paid to you by 
the insurance company. Also—y ur 
loss can never exceed the cost of 
the property, regardless of the 
fair market value at the time of 
the loss.

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Need For Funds To Fight 
Polio Is Greatest Ever 
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The upward iwrge of polio during the last 
four year» has been so marked that the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis has had to 
develop a whole new concept in dealing with 
the disease. 
During the first decade of the organization's 
existence, from 1938 through 1947, the nation 
experienced an average of 10 to 12 thousand 
cases a year. In the past four yean, however, 
that average has jumped to 33,000 cases a year. 
Thit new pattern of polio is best understood 
when it is realized that almost two-thirds of all 
March of Dimes funds spent on patient care 
since 1938 have been expended during the last 
four years alone. 
What would once have been thought a 
staggering epidemic must now be considered 
“nonpal" by the National Foundation. Tripled 
incidence has become the new pattern of nor­ 
malcy with which the March of Dimes organiza­ 
tion is faced. 
How is the nation to meet this rising tide of 
polio, this new and widespread pattern of the 
only epidemic disease still on the increase in 
America? 
The only logical answer seems to be a whole 


new concept of giving. The reason for this is 


tragically clear. 
The last four yean marked the four worst 
polio years in history, and one must go back to 
1916 to find a case load even approaching in­ 
cidence of such proportions. More than |79,- 
000,000 in March of Dimes funds were spent on 
patient care during this period in contrast to 
141,000,000 expended during the w h o l e 
previous decade. 
A complicating factor in this increased in­ 
cidence has been the high proportion of carry­ 
over cases that must be cared for from year 
to year; in 1951, for example, 45,000 persons 
stricken in prior years were aided with March 
of Dimes funds, in addition to the four out of 


five of the thousands of last year's new patients 
who needed and received assistance. 
But patient care is only one facet of the fight 
against polio. The National Foundation must 
also spend vast sums on professional education 
-providing the skilled hands needed in the 
hospital wards and the research laboratoriei- 
and it must devote s i m i l a r l y significant 
amounts for the research that will eventually 
make this crippling disease as rare aj small pox. 
The irony of it is that just as the National 
Foundation has reached a point where the out­ 
look seems definitely promising, it has been 
necessary to spend three-quarters of all March 
of Dime» funds for the actual care of the ten» 
of thousands of children and adults annually 
stricken with the disease. During the past four 
years, 132,000 cases have been reported com­ 
pared to 113,500 in the entire previous decade. 
To meet this situition-which scientists feel 
will continue until the final answer is found- 
all of us must recognize the new concept for 
what it is and counter it with a new concept of 
giving. Let’s get the job done—and quickly— 
by increasing our contributions to the 1952 
Match of .Dimes.

should be recognized for what they 
are—strained 
and 
exaggerated 
threats of 
which 
they 
realize 
scarcely a fraction of the real 
import. 
Mr. Alsop’s objection to Ameri­ 
can «favoritism” as demonstrated 
by the allocation of the same sums 
by the United States through its 
Mutual Security Aid Program to 
both Israel and the Ara^ states, 
although the latter «have the oil, 
end the immense majority of the 
population,” really obscures the 
point. One of the thorniest prob­ 
lems of Arab economy is that It 
cannot at present properly absorb 
even the funds being granted. Rep­ 
resentatives of the State Depart­ 
ment have indicated that the Arab 
states are not yet in a position 
to absorb larger sums; their ab­ 
sorptive capacity for outside capi­ 
tal must grow precisely as creative 
large-scale projects get under way. 
Besides, does it mean nothing to 
own almost half the world's oil re­ 
serves? It is Israel who has noth­ 
ing but its human resources in 
which to invest, and who can do 
something creative with the money 
granted her immediately, thus, in­ 
cidentally, lightening the burden 
that would otherwise be constitu­ 
ted for the world at large by the 
hundreds of thousands of Jewish 
refugees, of whom several hundred 
thousand have been expelled from 
Arab countries as a result of Arab- 
Jewish tension. 
Thera must be some way out of 
this dilemma. But first we must 
grasp the fundamental reality that 
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the Arab lands 
are 
potentially 
wealthy, so wealthy that the po­ 
litical apprehensions of the Arab 
leaders vis-a-vis Israel and Israeli 
supposed 
ambitions 
are 
either 
fraudulent or paranoiac. It is 
really not enough for Mr. Alsop to 
say that «logical or not, these feafs 
exist.” A way must be shown the 
Arab leaders of converting their 
vast lands into the gardens they 
could become. The revenues from 
their enormous oil reserves must 
be applied to the rehabiliation and 
reconstruction of their tottering 
social orders. 
It is only in this 
way that the Middle East can be­ 
come a "bastion” of democracy 
and not, as Mr. Alsop terms it, the 
“inflammable mush” It ll today. 
There is no reason in the na­ 


ture of things why this cannot 
be done. 
There are, wc believe, 
enough 
elements 
of 
vitality 
amongst the awakening Arab na­ 
tions to support a genuine attempt 
to grapple with the material and 
social problems of that area, and 
help the Arab government» emerge 
from the miasma of small mind­ 
edness, ill-tempered resentments, 
and baseless fears that at present 
vitiate ah discussion.

The Bakersfield republican said 
the delegation would in effect be 
uninstructed while still complying 
with state election lam that It be 
pledged to someone. 
In the primaries, registered re­ 
publican voters will decide to whom 
the state’s expected 70-or-so con­ 
vention votes will be pledged. Most 
political observers felt sure Warren 
would get the nod despite the in 
creasing signs of some intra-party 
dfaitn-ttefec'rtftw. 
Werdel emphasised he is not a 
candidate for the republican presi­ 
dential nomination, but is simply 
“fronting” for dissident republicans 
opposed to having the state delega­ 
tion pledged to Warren. 
“The delegation I have been se­ 
lected to head will be entirely free 
to consult with other delegations 
at the convention and make in­ 
dividual decisions both with regard 
to issues and candidates,” Werdel 
said. 
He said he was selected by a com­ 
mittee representing all sections of 
California and of the party. 
Keith McCormao, chairman of

Meantime Warren .got a national 
boost when a poll of union leaders 
showed they overwhelmingly favored 
him as a republican presidential 
candidate. 
The poll was conducted by the 
independent international associa­ 
tion of machinists which said it 
asked 150 presidents of national 
unions what candidates they be­ 
lieved would hav« the strongest 
labor support.

Seamstress Training 


Begins At S.R. High 


In the battle of the budget, the 
high cost of clothing is one of the 
most difficult to offset, especially 
if a family has several small child­ 
ren.
